"No Greater Love" 

“Greater love than this no man can 
have, that he lay down his life that 
other men might live in peace.” These 
few words embody the theme of Car- 
dinal Francis J. Spellman’s book, No 
Greater Love. In the course of his 
trip, which was prompted by his posi- 
tion as'-Military Vicar to the Armed 
Forces, Cardinal Spellman visited 
Rome, Naples, Algiers, Holland, and 
Belgium. From that time until his 
return to America the Cardinal was 
never far from the battlefronts of 
France and later Germany. 

The volume is full of war stories, | 
many of which are tear provoking. 
In one instance we are told of a young 
soldier who volunteered to penetrate 
the lines of the enemy in quest of 
information which was vital to the 
well being- of our troops. His mis- 
sion was a success but be was mor- , 
tally wounded. As he lay dying, the j 
priest said to him, “Johnny, I’m sor- 
ry that you have to pay with your 
life” His answer was, “Father I’m 
not paying, I’m giving!” 

Battle Line Sympathy 

The first concern of our fighting 
men is for those at home. We are J 
told another story of two brothers, ; 
twins and a deadly bazooka team : 
Through the war they had slept, eat- 
en, planned and fought together, as 
together they had lived before the 
war. But they did not die together. 
One died in the other’s arms. In the j 
letter which he wrote to his parents 
to attempt to comfort them in some 
way, he gave the details of his broth- 
er’s death and he said, “Mom, Dad — 
if there was only something I could 
do to lessen your sorrow, my own 
grief would not hang quite so heavy 
on my heart.” 

On every occasion the Cardinal 
said Mass for the boys and told of 
their eagerness to attend. One time 
he was to say Mass for a group of 
men who were to take part in the in- 
vasion. It had been raining all night 
and had continued to pour. Just be- 
fore the appointed time, trucks began 
to arrive bringing a hundred or so ad- 
ditional men. As they knelt there in 
the mud with the rain pelting them 
in the face, the Cardinal told them 
of his admiration for them and 
thanked them for this expression of 
faith. One soldier said, simply, typi- 
cally and truly, “A fellow has to have 
deep faith, Father, to come so far 
and stay so long in this weather!” 
Charity Needed 

In war, Americans of every race, 
creed, and color were worthy to be 
sent to fight and die and be buried 
side by side. In peace, shall we for- 
get too soon the inglorious indigni- 
ties wrought by man upon man, the 
lavish loss and wanton waste of cher- 
ished lives, the destruction of cities, 
and the desolation of lands and na- 
tions, the degradation of moral and 
spiritual values? It is the prayer of 
the Cardinal and indeed it is our 
prayer also that love and tolerance 
may quench the fires of bigotry and 
of hate and that in their ashes we 
may plant the seeds of peace.
